The af- 
ternoon meeting and election of of- 
ficers in the Notre Dame Alumni as- 
sociation at which the induction of 
the Class of 1930 took place and fin- 
ally the early evening program at 
which degrees were conferred, mark- 
ed another memorable day at the 
famed seat of learning. 

The Very Rev. John J. Burke, C. 
S. P.. of Washington, D. C., a dig- 
tinguished Paulist, gave the baccalau- 
reate sermon. Claude G. Bowers of 
New York, famous author, editor and 
orator, delivered the commencement 
address speaking to an immense atdi- 
ence at the University gymnasium. 

Senior classmen at 8:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning assembled at 
Administration tuilding. Along the 
inner quardangle, past the memorial 
arch for Notre Dame’s war dead, the

Headed by processional cross-bearer 
and acolytes, the priests and seminar- 
ians of the Congregation of Holy 
Cross, ministers of the Mass and the 
officiating prelate, the Rt. Rev. John 
Francis Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, proceeded to the sanctuary. 

Moreau Seminary choir, one of the 
greatest religious choirs in this sec- 
tion of the country, conducted by the 
Rev./James Connerton, C. 8S. C., and 
with Willard Groom of Notre Dame 
at the console, opened the musical 
program with the inspiring proces- 
sional “Ecce Sacerdos Magnus” by 
Witt. The Proper of the Mass in Gre- 
gorian Chant was effectively given by 
the Seminary choir. The University 
Glee club conducted by Joseph J. Cas- 
asanta sang the Ordinary, giving an 
excellent rendition of Missa “Ascendo 
ad Patrem”. 

With the Rt. Rev. Bishop as cele- 
brant of the Mass; the Rev. Patrick 
Haggerty, C. S. C., was assistant 
priest; the Rev. Michael Mulcaire, C. 
5.C., and the Rev. Charlies C. Miltner,

As the “Star Spangled Banner” was 
played the flag was carried to the al.- 
tar by 12 members of the senior class:

After its blessing the flag was 
borne to the flag staff at the far end 
of the quadrangle. Headed by the 
University band the senior classmen 
followed in procession. While the flag 
of the Class of 1929 was lowered. the 
‘new emblem was unfurled. Accom-

ed Banner” was sung by the assemb!- 
age. The “Notre Dame Victory 
March” was played and classmen 
closed the event with cheers for alma 
mater.
